BOOKMAKING IS 


Under Judge! Fliteraft's Ruling the 


Fair Association Gan Regulate Poel- 
Selling Witheut Hindrance. 


In a lengthy opinion handed down Wed- 
nesday morning Judge Fiitcraft of the Cir- 
cult Court denied the temporary injunction 
applied for by Alex Ullman to restrain the 
St. Louis Fair Association from interfering 
with his method of conducting the betting 
ring at the Fair Grounds. 

The decision is a comprehensive one, and, 
after reviewing the acts of 1898 and 1895, 
reaches the conclusion that gambling is il- 
legal under the law of Missouri, and con- 
sequently a court of equity cam not be called 
upon to enforce a contract that contem- 
plates conducting a gambling scheme. 

The act of 1895 was designed to close the 


pool rooms then so numerous in St. Loui 
ane, with that end in view it. made poo 
elling a penal offense, excep when con- 
ducted within the enclosure of a reputable 
race track. Ullman’s counsel sought a foot- 
ing in court under this exception, but. Judge 
Fiitcraft held that the act was not intended 
to legalize gambling, because it made a soll- 
— exception in favor of well- conducted 
racing.

This makes Uliman’s contract with the 
association valueless in law and leaves him 
practically at its mercy so far as the pres- 
ent controversy goes. There are other 
things, however, that must be considered.

As the matter now stands the association 
can overrule Ullman and allow bookmakers 
to draw in at the rate of $100 a day, and 
this will proba be done. But the ecision 
is far from satisfactory at that. If the con- 
tract does not bind the association neither 
does it bind Ullman. He can throw it up 
and quit and he will undoubtedly do go if 
the association uses its present advantage 
to ride over him rough shod. 

This would leave the association the al- 
ternative of running the ring itself or mak- 
ing a contract with another man. After 
what has transpired and with the full 
knowledge that his contract would be val- 
ueless, it is doubtful if any responsible per- 
son can be induced to pay anything like a 
fair price for the privilege. And it will be 
most undesirable for the association to con- 
duct the — even through an agent. It ts 
clear, therefore, that if any amicable ad- 
— is possible such a course should be 

pted. 

Uliman stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday morning before the decision was 
rendered that he regretted having carried 
the matter into the courts, as he realized 
that an injunction would be worthless to 
him if he obtained it. He also said that he 
would prefer to have the injunction denied; 
so he was not disappointed at the result. 

While he has acted somewhat hastily in 
this matter no one denies that Alex Ullman

There are only.two sides to this 
question. It is bimetallism against the 
single gold standard or ‘one lung stand- 
ard,“ as Harvey calls it. There is no 
middle ground for any party to honestly 
Stand upon, and should such an attempt be 
made in this campaign the object will be 
to eceive and retribution will follow. 

hen the gold-standard advocates asked 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Shertaan law they promised prosperity 
to the country. Have their promises been 
kept? Have not results verified the worst 
fears of those who opposed unconditional 
repeal? Since then has not our ‘bonded in- 
debtedness increased hundreds of millions 
of dollars? Has not every inaustry suf- 
fered from steady fall in prices? If a tree 
be judged by its fruit, must not a law or 
policy be judged by the effects which it 
produces? 

“A gold standard is making money dearer 
and of course prices cheaper because there 
can be no such thing as dear money and 
a prices for labor and the products of 

bor. It is making a deficit of about a 
million a week in the revenues of tue Na- 
tional Government and creating an excuse 
for the issuance of interest bearing bonds 
in a time of profound peace. It is pre- 
venting people from conveniently and hon- 
estly dealing with each other because a 
money constantly increasing in value is not 
an honest mon It makes good times 
for syndicates with a relish for bond deals 
and bad times for the nation’s wealth pro- 
ducers who have no bonds. 

It increases the burden of all debts, de- 
creases the price of all other forms of 
property and intensifies business depres- 
sion. A gold standard policy cuts down 
our national revenues and makes money 
scarce in this country because by destroy- 
ing the price of our products the great 
quantity we export is still insufficient to 
pay our interest and other charges abroad 
and we have to export gold to make the 
balance good. 
times and a shortage in purchases and rev- 
enues. 

The party that stands for such a mon- 
strous policy cannot command the support 
of a majority of the American electorate. 
The shortening up of a country’s money 
supply is a new method of conquest, but a 
method quite as ‘effective’ as any ever 
planned for plunder by Alexander, Charle- 
magne or Napoleon. The old plan was to 
organize a great army and lead it into a 
country to be despoiled. Now the campaign 
Is conducted on a different plan. The mod- 
ern Alexander, Charlemagne or Napoleon 
organizes ro army of conquest. 

“He simply invites a half dozen modern, 
kings of finance to a conference in the 
back office of some Rothschild or Morgan 
in London or New York, It this conference 
decides to attack the finances of a country, 
the luckless country is forthwith pillaged in 
a manner well calculated to make the 
crimes of the Spaniards in Mexico appear 
like petty larceny. Cortez may have taken 
his millions, but the modern financial Cor- 
tez takes his hundreds of millions. 

“The men who produce no wealth, the 
men who are interested in making the 
wealth they now possess double value are 
striking to reduce the volume of the coun- 
try’s money. As soon as they succeeded 
in closing the mints against the coinage 
of silver they commenced a campaign for 
the destruction of the greenbacks, and kept 
Congress from taking ‘its usual holiday 
recess last December in a desperate at- 
tempt te reduce the volume of our money by 
destroying a third of our present stock.”

It will cause the shutting down of 
every factory in this country and throw 
nearly all the cigarmakers out of employ- 
ment. 

The present stock of Havana tobacco in 
the United States will not last ninety 
days, and many factories have not enough 
to last even that long. The people want 
Havana goods and will insist on having 
them. If they can’t get them made in this 
country they will have them imported. 
When the Havana tobacco gives out the 
cigarmakers will have to remain idle or 
go to Cuba and work in the factories there. 

This will fully double the price of the 

goods, and the cigars that now cost 10 cents 
will bring double that price. The reason 
is plain. The tariff on the raw material is 
nothing compared to that of the finished 
product, and the smoker of imported cigars 
will have to foot the Dill. 
This order is more far-reaching than 
appears at first blush. It will cost the 
country in labor alone over $100,000,000.

CANADIAN COAST DEFENSE. 


The Government Uneasy Over Uncle 
Sam’s Growing Navy. 
CHICAGO, May %.—A special from Hali- 

fax, N. S., says: 
The scheme of coast defense which is 
being prepared for submission to the Cana- 


dian Government estimates that three 
cruisers would be necessary on the Atlantic 
to cover the Gulf of St. Lawrence and coast 
waters of Nova Scotia and the Bay of 
Funda. The idea is that the United States 
is rapidly developing a strong navy on the 
Atlantic, with headquarters at New York, 
Boston and other ports, and is also subsi- 
dizing merchant steamers built under navy 
requirements of the United States. The 
case of the new Plant steamer, La Duch- 
esse, is quoted as an instance of this. The 
danger from such vessels is said to be one 
that must be guarded against by the con- 
struction of similar ships. A fast American 
cruiser running from Boston to St. John, 
Yarmouth, Halifax and Prince Edward 
Island gets an intimate knowledge of the 
coast and will be in a position in time of 
trouble to destroy, one after another, every 
port of Nova Scotia, or to lay them under 
ransom. This is the situation, which it is 
understood will be outlined in the coast de- 
fense scheme.

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frank Bradford Creates 4 Sensa- 
tion in Judge Withrow’s Court 


IN THE RAINWATER © CASE. 


| While Depesitions About Silva Were 


Being Read Bradford, Who Is De- 
ranged, Started on the Stand. 


Frank Bradford, a nephew of Alfred Brad- 
ford, Vice-President of the defunct Rain- 
water-Bradford Hat Co., got an idea Tues- 
day afternoon that he had to go on the 
witness stand in Judge Withrow's court, 
and he did not give up his intention until he 
was ushered out by Commodore Hopper, the 
Deputy Sheriff of the court, with more 
speed than geremony. 

The incident gave a shock to the persons 
who witnessed it, for they were, with few ex- 
ceptions, relatives and friends of young 


Bradford, and were well aware that he was 
under a spell of mental weakness. 

The disturbance occurred during the trial 
of the $50,000 suit of 8. L. Boogher against 
C. C. Rainwater, Alfred Bradford and John 
B. Morris for all false representations 
made to induce plaintiff to a $50,000 into 
the Rainwater-Bradford Hat Co. in April, 
. The jurymen were listening to a depo- 
sition by John H.. Boogher, one of the at- 
torneys for the plaintiff, and every one 
seemed drowsy and listless. 

On the one side sat the plaintiff, his lead- 
ing counsel, Mr. Campbell of New York, 
and several friends. On the other sat C. C. 
Rainwater, John H. Overall, his attorney, 
Howard Blossom, representing the Bradford 
— and several witnesses for the de- 
ense. ö 

Attorney Boogher lost the attention of 
every one wien a small weakly looking 
man with a dark brown beard, and about 
30 years old, left the seats intended for the 
public, passed the railing and approached 
the bar the court. 

He turned to the left, and through a 
small . went into the private reserva- 
tion of Clerk Charles McIntyre, who was 
not in the room. 

Bradford moved as if he were dazed or 
hypnotized, but he opened a gate on the 
right, side of the Clerk’s desk and started 
up the stéps toward the witness stand. 

Mr. her had ceased to read as soon 
as he saw Bradford near the clerk's desk 
and everyone in the courtroom—Judge, liti- 
gants and jurymen—watched the man's 
actions.

Deputy Sheriff Hopper and Maj. C. C. 
Rainwater rushed forward at the same in- 
stant and laid their hands on Bradford just 
as he put one foot on the steps to the 
stand. He persisted in going up, but the 
deputy restrained him. 

What are you do- 
ing here?“ demanded the deputy in a court- 
room whisper.

Rainwater hurried after the deputy 
and took charge of Bradford in the hall out- 
side the court-room. The volunteer witness 
insisted that he would return and tell what 
he knew of the Rainwater-Bradford Hat 
Co.'s troubles, but the Major dissuaded him, 
and after a few minutes he appeared to re- 


coyer his mental ce. 
e walked about e hall without the 


glassy stare and hypnotic gait that mark- 
ed his actions in the court room and when 
A reporter asked him who he was and 
what he meant by interrupting the trial 
Bradford seemed to have no recollection of 
what he had done, and denied having caused 
a disturbance of any kin 

After Maj. Rainwater returned to the 
court room Howard Blossom, who is re- 
lated to the Bradfords by marriage, called 
a carriage and sent the afflicted man away 
in charge of one of the witnesses in the 
case. 

Mr. Blossom said Bradford had been 
reading about the case and took a deep in- 
terest in it. He had just arisen from a 
bed, Mr. Blossom said, and was af- 
flicted with spells of mental weakness.

ners and asked him to break the news to 
them that Fang Silva was gambling on 
‘Change. Iva was called before the mem- 
bers of the firm and he explained that the

Mr. Anderson, who had been a bookkeeper 
under Silva, was examined by the plaintiff's 
attorneys as to what the Ramwater-Brad- 
ford Hat Company’s books showed in April, 
1893, when Boogher bought a $50,000 interest. 

In the deposition of Actuary Biggs of the 
New York Hat Dealers’ Credit Association, 
the statement * made that Silva had 
actually stolen . Rainwater’s’ salary as 
an official of the Merchants’ Bridge and 
Terminal Railway. 

It was during the reading of the Biggs 
deposition that Frank Bradford made his 
demonstration.

The, deputy marshal’s return 
showed that he had been personally served 
at his home, 915 Lynch street, where he 
then resided. Schneider appeared against 
him, and after leaving the court room, was 
not heard of again. The marshal was given 
an execution to serve on Suessdorf, but so 
far has failed to locate him. 

A call was made by a reporter at 915 
Lynch street. Wednesday morning, but 
Suessdorf had moved away from there two 
weeks ago. The neighbors and the saloon- 
keeper opposite stated that he had moved 
out into the country and had not been 
seen around for two or three weeks. 

At the, Four Courts the Marshal stated 
that the customa diligent efforts 
been made to find Suessdorf, but without 
success. Schneider's friends do not believe, 
however, that Suessdorf can throw any 
light upon the disappearance of Schneider, 
and consider the two disappearances as a 
mere coincidence.
